CENSUS OF PRODUCTION. 


The Board of Trade have made an Order under the 
Census of Production Acts directing that a Census 
shall be taken in the year 1931 in respect of produc- 
tion in the year 1930. The Order is being published 
by H.M. Stationery Office, and will be put on sale 
within the next few days. 

The new Census will be the fourth to be taken since 
the passing of the Census of Production Act, 1906. 
The first and second related to production in the years 
1907 and 1912 respectively; and the third (after the 
interruption due to the War and the disturbed condi- 
tions arising therefrom) was taken in 1925 in respect of 
production in 1924. 





SAFEGUARDING OF KEY INDUSTRIES. 


ZIRCONIUM OXIDE. 


A representation has been made to the Board of Trade 
under Section 10 (5) of the Finance Act, 1926, regarding 
Zirconium oxide. 


Section 10 (5) of the Finance Act, 1926, is as 
follows :— 

‘‘The Treasury may by Order exempt from the duty 
imposed by section one of the Safeguarding of Indus- 
tries Act, 1921, as amended by this Act, for such period 
as may be specified in the Order, any article in respect 
of which the Board of Trade are satisfied on a repre- 
sentation made by a consumer of that article that the 
article is not made in any part of His Majesty’s 
Dominions in quantities which are substantial, having 
regard to the consumption of that article for the time 
being in the United Kingdom, and that there is no 
reasonable probability that the article will within a 
reasonable period be made in his Majesty’s Dominions 
in such substantial quantities.’’

DEPARTMENT OF OVERSEAS TRADE. 


COMMERCIAL DIPLOMATIC POSTS IN 
RUSSIA. 


On the resumption of diplomatic relations with the 
Soviet Union it has been decided to re-establish com- 
mercial diplomatic posts which were terminated on the 
suspension of diplomatic relations in 1927. 

The Department of Overseas Trade now notifies that 
a Commercial Secretary, First Grade, with local rank 
of Commercial Counsellor, and a Commercial Secretary, 
Third Grade, will be stationed at Moscow. The senior 
post will be filled by the appointment of Mr. G. P. 
Paton, C.B.E., H.M. Consul at Tamsui, Formosa, and 
the junior post by the appointment of Mr. SB. 
Simmonds, Vice-Consul at Constantza, Roumania. 
It is anticipated that these officers will take up duty at 
Moscow during January or early February. 

Mr. Paton entered the Consular Service in 1906, when 
he was appointed a Student Interpreter in Japan. He 
served at various posts in the Japan Consular Service 
until 1920, when he was placed in charge of the Consu- 
late at Vladivostock, and in 1921 was promoted to be 
Consul. He remained at Vladivostock until the sus- 
pension of diplomatic relations in June, 1927, and has 
since served at various posts in Japan. 

Mr. Simmonds was appointed a probationer Vice- 
Consul in the Levant Consular Service in November, 
1922. He served at various posts in Morocco, and was 
appointed Vice-Consul at Constantza (Roumania) in 
September, 1928.

GOLD COAST COTTON PIECE-GOODS IMPORTS. 


‘he Imperial Trade Correspondent at Accra reports 
that during October last imports of cotton piece-goods 
into the Gold Coast Colony were valued at £210,817. 
The piece-goods included bleached, £13,293, of which 
the United Kingdom supplied £12,985; dyed, £22,246 
(U.K. £18,271); coloured, £14,950 (U.K. £12,724); 
grey, £4,515 (U.K. £3,962); printed, £137,040 (U.K. 
76,717); velveteen, £859 (U.K. £420); sewing cotton, 
£3,184 (U.K. £2,934); unenumerated, £14,370 (U.K. 
£9,311), and hosiery, £360 (U.K. £202). 

















CHILEAN DEBENTURE LAW. 


The British Consul-General at Valparaiso reports 
that a Law (No. 4,657) was promulgated on 24th Sep- 
tember iast regarding the conditions for the issue of 
debentures by limited liability companies formed in 
Chile. The following is a translation of Articles 3 and 
4 of the Law :— 

Article 3.—Foreign limited liability companies that 

have been authorised to establish agents in the terri- 
tory of the Republic may issue bonds in Chile in con- 
formity with the regulations of the present law when 
their principal business is in Chile and they have a 
responsible directorate with sufficient powers estab- 
lished here, and on condition also that the issue is 
made with a mortgage guarantee or lien on property 
situated in Chile. 
- Article 4.—Foreign limited liability companies which 
do not comply with the requirements indicated in the 
preceding article may not sell bonds for public sub- 
scription in Chile even if the issue has been made 
outside the country.

From the information available as to furnaces in 
blast, it appears that the«average output of pig iron 
per furnace for the month of October was 4,120 tons in 
the United Kingdom, 5,620 tons in France, 6,170 tons 
in Belgium, 11,270 tons in anette ta and 17,590 tons 
in the United States. 


FRANCE. 


Production.—Coal output increased considerably in 
October, the aggregate for the month being the 
highest so far recorded this year. Production per 
working day averaged 177,030 tons, as compared 
with 169,180 tons in September, 1929, and 167,880 
tons in October, 1928. The tonnage of pig iron made 
in October, 1929, was at about the same high rate as 
that recorded for January, May and August. The make 
per calendar day in October averaged 28,380 tons, 
as compared with daily averages of 28,040 tons, 
28,470 tons and 28,040 tons in the third, second, and 
first quarters of the year. Furnaces in blast at the 
end of October numbered 157, a net increase of 
one since the beginning of the month. The October 
aggregate output (879,630 tons) included 24,600 tons 
of forge and Bessemer iron, 137,750 tons of foundry, 
690,720 tons of basic, and 26,560 tons of other descrip- 
tions of pig iron. The October production of steel 
ingots and castings (832,400 tons) was the highest 
monthly total so far recorded. 


Iron and Steel Prices.—On the inland market, no 
alterations of price were reported for November. Ex- 
port prices per ton (f.o.b. Antwerp) at about the 
middle of November included the following :—Blooms, 
£4 7s.; billets, £4 13s.; steel bars, £5 5s.; joists 
(standard section), £4 19s.; and plates, £6 4s. 6d. 


GERMANY. 


Production.—Coal production per working day in 
October was reported as averaging 541,160 tons, as 
against 530,530 tons in September and 531, 220 tons in 
March, 1929—previously the highest of the year—and 
485,080 tons in October, 1928. ”The aggregate output 
for the month, as well as the average daily rate, were 
the highest so far recorded this year. 
in October, which showed some improvement over the 
previous month, was a little below the high rates of the 
middle part of the year. The tonnage of pig iron made 
averaged 36,720 tons per calendar day, which compares 
with averages of 36,370 tons, 37,070 tons, 38,200 tons 
and 82,230 tons in September, August and July, 1929, 
and in October; 1928, respectively. Furnaces in blast 
at the end of October numbered 102, a net increase of 
two, as compared with the beginning of the month. 
The aggregate October output (1,138,380 tons) included 
195,560 tons of foundry and hematite, 723,940 tons of 
basic, 710 tons of other descriptions of pig iron and 
218,170 tons of ferro-alloys. Steel showed a slight 
increase of output over September, but the average 
daily rates for September and October were the two 
lowest of the year. The daily quantities of steel made 
in October, September, and June (peak), 1929, and 
in October, 1928, averaged 50,180 tons, 48,440 tons, 
56,300 tons and 47,620 tons respectively per working 
day. The output of finished steel products amounted 
to 953,970 tons, or 35,330 tons daily, as compared with 
891,490 tons (35,660 tons daily) in September, 1929, 
and 937,100 tons in October, 1928 (34,710 tons daily). 


Iron and Steel Prices.—Inland prices current during 
November were unchanged from the previous month. 
Export prices per ton on the Hamburg market at about 
the middle of November were reported as including 
the following:—Billets, £4 15s.; sheet bars, 
£4 17s. 6d.; and steel bars, £5 7s. 6d. 


BELGIUM. 


Production.—With working days in the coal industry 
reported as numbering 25°7 in October, the daily ton- 
nage produced averaged 87,300 tons, as against 84,930 
tons in September (24°7 working days), 84,990 tons in 


Pig iron output ~ 
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August, 1929 (25-7 working days), and 88,580 tons in 
October, 1928 (26°8 working days). The October daily 
tonnage thus indicates the usual recovery from the 
lower seasonal outputs of the third quarter. Pig iron 
and crude steel reached aggregates which were the 
highest so far recorded this year. The tonnage of pig 
iron made averaged 11,440 tons per calendar day in 
October—the highest so far recorded this year—com- 
pared with 11,370 tons in September, 1929, and 10,920 
tons in October, 1928. Furnaces in blast at the end 
of October, 1929, numbered 58, a net increase of one 
over the beginning of the month. The total produc- 
tion of finished steel products amounted to 310,540 
tons in October, 283,520 tons in September and 304,620 
tons in October of the previous year. 


Iron and Steel Prices.—Although prices on the 
Belgian iron and steel market advanced sharply during 
the first half of November, the recovery was not main- 
tained, and a further weakening occurred later. Com- 
paring early December prices with those of a month 
previous, foundry pig iron was reduced by 5s. and semi- 
products by 6d. to 1s. per ton. Plates and sheets 
showed a net rise of 6d. to 2s. 6d., finished products 
of 6d. to 4s. per ton. Export prices (f.o.b. Antwerp) 
at the beginning of December included the following :— 
Pig iron, No. 3 Foundry, £3 7s.; billets (2-24 in.), 
£4 1l1s.; sheet bars, £4 10s. 6d.; joists (standard 
sections), £4 ‘¢ ; plates (;% in.), £6 5s.; medium 
sheets (7; in.), £6 16s.; and thin sheets (,4, mm.), 
£11; all prices per metric ton. 


UnITED STATES. 


Production.—The total coal output for October was 
about the same as a year earlier, and higher than that 
for any of the previous months of this year. The 
aggregate tonnage for the month (53,185,000 tons) in- 
cluded 45,746,000 tons of bituminous and 7,439,000 
tons of anthracite coal, the latter output also being 
the highest monthly aggregate of the year. Working 
days in the bituminous industry were reported as num- 
bering 27 in October, which gives an average daily 
output of 1,694,000 tons, as compared with 1,636,000 
tons in September, 1929 (24:3 working days) and 
1,692,000 tons in October, 1928 (27 working days). 
For anthracite, daily output in October (26 working 
days), and September, 1929 (24 working days), and in 
October, 1928 (26 working days), averaged 286,000 
tons, 253,000 tons and 288,000 tons respectively. Pig 
iron and crude steel outputs averaged lower daily rates 
in October than in any previous month since the early 
part of the year. With two exceptions, viz., January 
and February, the average daily quantities of pig iron 
were lower than in any other month of this year. 
Production averaged 115,750 tons per calendar 
day in October, as against averages of 116,590 tons in 
September, 1929, 125,750 tons in May (peak), 1929, 
and 108,830 tons in October, 1928. In the case of 
steel, the October daily tonnage was, with the excep- 
tion of that for January, the lowest of the year. It 
may also be noted that, for the first time this year, the 
ageregate, and the average daily tonnages of steel made 
during the month, were both lower than those recorded 
for the same month of 1928. The daily quantities of 
steel produced in October, September and May (peak), 
1929, and in October, 1928, averaged 167,100 tons, 
180,440 tons, 195,300 tons, and 172,220 tons 
respectively. 


Iron and steel prices.—Movements of prices during 
November were confined to the descriptions of finished 
steel. During the month, Chicago and New York 
prices for tank plates and the New York quotation for 
structural shapes were reduced by ‘05 cts. to 2:00 cts., 
2°174 cts. and 2-094 cts per lb. (to large buyers) respec- 
tively. Black sheets at Chicago, galvanised sheets 
at Pittsburgh and Chicago, and blue sheets at Pitts- 
burgh, were also cheaper. Scrap prices showed con- 
siderable all-round reductions. Representative quo- 
tations at the end of November were :—No. 2 foundry 
pig iron, Philadelphia, 21 dols. 26 cts.; No. 2 foundry 
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pig iron, Valley furnace, 18 dols. 50 cts.; re-rolling 
billets, Pittsburgh, 35 dols.; sheet bars, Pittsburgh, 
85 dols.; and forging billets, Pittsburgh, 40 dols.; all 
prices per English ton. The following were represen- 
tative quotations (per lb. to large buyers) for certain 
finished products:—Steel bars, Chicago, 2°00 cts.; 
tank plates, Pittsburgh, 1:90 cts.; and structural 
shapes, Chicago, 2°00 cts. 


CYPRUS. 





THE GRAPE AND WINE INDUSTRY. 


Last winter, with its heavy fall of snow and rain, 
provided the soil with abundant moisture, and the 
vines, with a more or less sudden rise of temperature 
in the spring, started into vigorous growth, writes Mr. 
M. T. Dawe, Director of Agriculture at Nicosia, in an 
Agricultural Supplement (No. 17) to the “‘ Cyprus 
Gazette.’’ The florescence, although equal to that of 
a normal year, was less satisfactory than in 1928, 
which was a_ very exceptional year. Subsequent 
drought and intense heat caused sunburn in the 
grapes, which was responsible for some damage to 
the crop. No serious harm was caused by fungoid 
diseases, but the grape-berry moth caused consider- 
able damage, and it is estimated that this pest was 
responsible for a loss of 15 per cent. of the total crop 
of the Island. Considerable damage was done by hail 
in the Pitsillia region and a few other localities. 


Crop AND YIELD OF WINE. 


As compared with 1928 it is estimated that the 1929 
crop was 47 per cent. less. The weather during the 
vintage was favourable on the whole, but heavy rains 
towards the end of the season militated against the 
gathering of the grapes and had a bad effect on their 
quality. The maturation of the grapes has been 
generally good, fermentation was normal and satis- 
factory, and a good quality of wine is anticipated, rich 
in colour and of good body. It is expected that there 
will be a fair quantity of slightly sweet wines. The 
increased use of metabisulphate will undoubtedly have 
a good effect upon the quality and preservation of the 
wines. It is estimated that the output of wine this 
season will be from 75,000 to 78,000 loads. 


The area at present under vineyard cultivation is 
estimated by the Department of Agriculture to be 
about 320,000 donums, or, roughly, 105,785 acres. 
The production of vine products for the whole Island 
is estimated approximately as follows :—Grapes, 
38,000,000 okes; raisins, 3,500,000 okes; wine, 
4,100,000 gallons; spirit, 500,000 gallons; and vinegar, 
1,000,000 gallons. 


Exports oF VINE Propwucts. 


The actual exports of grapes, and other vine pro- 
ducts for the last year, will probably convey the most 
accurate idea of the export value of the trade this 
industry represents in the Island at the present time. 
They are as follows :—

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The consumption of vine products in the Island, it 
is estimated, is taken on the whole and on a very 
conservative basis, considerably more than double that 
of the exports, so that it may be estimated that the 
total annual production of grapes and its derivatives 
is worth to the Colony a sum exceeding half a million 
pounds sterling. 


The following comparative statement of the exports 
of vine products will indicate the growth and develop- 
ment of this important industry within that period, as 
well as the fluctuations which result from seasonal 
variations and the state of the market :—

DESTINATIONS OF EXPORTS. 


Grapes.—It will be seen from the above statement 
that the export of grapes is rapidly increasing, having 
risen from 5,636 ewts. in 1900 to 42,118 cwts. in 
1928, and the respective values from £723 to £14,225. 
This trade is almost exclusively with Egypt, and there 
is little doubt that there is still considerable room for 
its expansion. 


Raisins.—Last year’s export of raisins was a record 
one in quantity, though it showed a reduction in value 
as compared with the previous year. The principal 
purchasers were Italy, 46,475 cwts., France, 33,679 
cwts., and Roumania, 9,752 cwts. The United King- 
dom took only 3,039 cwts., or less than a third of the 
quantity taken in 1927. Enquiries have been made 
with the view to ascertain whether increasing quan- 
tities could not be marketed in the United Kingdom. 


Wines.—Exports of Commandaria wine had been de- 
creasing from 1924 until 1928, when an increase was 
shown. In 1900 the quantity of Commandaria ex- 
ported amounted to 57,126 gallons, valued at £2,735; 
last year the quantity was only 6,198 gallons, valued at 
£808. The quantity of ordinary wines exported in 
1900 amounted to 1,471,048 gallons, valued at £27,143 ; 
in 1928 shipments totalled 1,259,793 gallons, valued at 
£52,237. The principal purchasers last year for 
Commandaria were Egypt, the United Kingdom 
and Dodekanesia. The principal customer for ordinary 
wine is EKygpt, who took last year 810,295 gallons, as 
compared with 1,230,180 gallons the previous year, 
France taking 353,262 gallons and Syria coming next 
with 21,577 gallons. The United Kingdom took only 
21,509 gallons. 


MARKETING. 


Wine-making.—The production of wine is the most 
important phase of the grape-growing industry, as it 
is mainly on the quality of the wine produced that the 
future of this industry lies. Notwithstanding the fact 
that the first winery was established in Cyprus at 
Perapedhi in 1891, the production of wine suitable for 
export to the British market has only engaged the 
serious attention of wine merchants during the last 
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few years. In 1926 the Cyprus Wine and Spirits Com- 
pany erected their modern winery at Perapedhi on the 
ruins of previous efforts, and last year another at Mallia 
and this year a further one at Limassol. More wineries 
of this nature are needed in other parts of the grape- 
growing areas, so that the growers can bring their 
grapes to be made into wine under more hygienic and 
scientific methods. 


It is becoming increasingly difficult to market Cyprus 
wines in the Egyptian market owing to the keen com- 
petition of other countries and particularly Greece and 
Italy. It is, therefore, essential for Cyprus to turn its 
attention to other markets and, in order to do so, 
it must give serious attention to the improvement of 
the quality of its wine and to study and cater for the 
requirements of those markets. This is beyond the 
loca] domestic producer and it has so far proved beyond 
the capacity of the ordinary non-producing wine ex- 
porter. Accordingly, the Government stepped in last 
year and brought into force, on 4th May, Law No. 25 
of 1928, which has for its object the capture of the 
British market for Cyprus wines. The first duty of 
the Government in connection with this measure was 
to prevent, by every means within its power, the 
chance export of any inferior or unsound wine to that 
market which might smirch the name of Cyprus as a 
wine supplier and render the chances of subsequently 
marketing in that country good and sound wines ex- 
ceedingly difficult, if not impossible. It is essential, 
therefore, that the wines exported are of a quality with 
which a regular and permanent trade can be built up, 
and from investigations already made, it would appear 
that the type for which there are the best prospects 
is the Port type. 


During the time in which the Law has been in opera- 
tion the Government has carefully examined all wines 
intended for export to the United Kingdom and has 
excluded all those which, in the opinion of the 
Statutory Wine Committee, do not come up to the 
standards required for sale and competition in 
the United Kingdom market. 


SPIRITS, VINEGAR AND WINE LEES. 


From the statement given earlier it would appear 
that the export of alcohol has been gradually on the 
decrease since 1924. As, however, it is likely a de- 
mand for grape alcohol will arise for fortifying certain 
types of wine for export the production will doubtless 
increase. ‘lhe principal customers for Cyprus brandy 
are Egypt and the United Kingdom; while Syria was 
the principal customer for other spirits in 1928. En- 
quiries have recently been received from Vancouver for 
Cyprus brandy and it is hoped an export trade with 
Canada will be developed. 


I'he manufacture of vinegar, one of the by-products 
of wine manufacture, continues on more or less the 
same scale as for many years. Exports in 1900 
amounted to 179,489 gallons, valued at £2,019; those 
in 1928 totalled 206,157 gallons, valued at £5,198. 
Although there have been no appreciable increases or 
fluctuations in the quantity exported during the past 
30 years, the price has very considerably increased, 
which is, to some extent, due to improvement made 
in the quality. Egypt is the principal customer and 
in 1928 took the bulk of the production, Syria being 
the second best customer. 


It is estimated that there are some 500 tons of wine 
lees thrown away at the present time. Investigations 
made by the Department of Agriculture show that this 
material contains from 32 to 34°8 per cent. of tartaric 
acid. Wine lees fetch about £18 per ton at the Port 
of London, so that the quantity available in the wine 
villages represents a value of some £9,000. An ex- 
perimental shipment is being made to test the London 
market and if the results prove satisfactory a regular 
export will probably follow. 





Trade Notes. 





BRITISH STANDARD SWITCHGEAR 
EQUIPMENTS. 


Publication No. 195-1929 (“‘ British Standard Switch- 
gear Equipments for 3-Phase Alternating-Current Cir- 
cuits ’’) which has just been issued by the British Engin- 
eering Standards Association, is a companion specifica- 
tion to No. 194, published in 1926, which dealt with 
switchgear equipment for direct-current circuits. These 
schedules for 3-phase a.c. circuits have been drawn up 
with a view to specifying the least amount of apparatus 
which will control the machine or circuit, and yet avoid 
fire hazards, discontinuity of supply and danger to the 
operator. In many cases, according to the nature of the 
service, size of plant, and other circumstances, addi- 
tional apparatus will be required or desired, and to this 
end the appropriate additions to the various equipments 
are separately scheduled as ‘“‘ optional extra equip- 
ment ’’ from which a selection should be made after 
consideration of the requirements of the individual case. 
The necessary apparatus for earthing the neutral point 
of a three-phase system, either solidly or through a re- 
sistor, is scheduled, and certain requirements are laid 
down regarding the accessibility of switchboards for 
cleaning and examination. 


As in the case of B.S. specification 194, the schedules 
are accompanied by a series of diagrams illustrating 
each type of circuit for which standard equipment is 
specified. Incidentally, these diagrams afford an ex- 
cellent illustration of the manner in which the British 
standard symbols for electrical purposes may be 
employed on schematic diagrams.

SOUTH AFRICAN PRODUCE SHIPMENTS, 


According to cabled advice to the High Commis- 
sioner for the Union in London, from the Department 
of Agriculture, Pretoria, the following quantities of 
South African produce were shipped during the week 
ended 7th December to various United Kingdom 
ports :—Wool, scoured, 445 bales, grease, 17,958 bales; 
mohair, 807 bales; hides, dry, 471 bales; sheep- 
skins, 805 bales; goatskins, 91 bales; sealskins, 
1 case; wattle bark, 296 tons; wattle extract, 22,241 
lbs.; ostrich feathers, 2 cases; tobacco, 2 bales; sugar, 
2,669 tons; groundnuts, 884 bags; eggs, 5,971 cases; 
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maizemeal, 1,362 bags; chop, 1,000 bags; lucerne, 
3,160 bags, and lucerne meal, 1,500 bags. 

In addition the following boxes of deciduous fruit 
were dispatched on 18th December :—Peaches, 22,231; 
plums, 22,271; apricots, 2,378; mangoes, 219; and 
figs, 4. 





WEST INDIES CROPS AND TRADE. 


In Barbados rains have been general and the crops 
are looking extremely well, states Barclays Bank 
(Dominion, Colonial and Overseas). The approach of 
the Christmas season has stimulated trade to some 
extent, but it is not as brisk as usual. Tourists have 
begun to arrive and a good season is anticipated. 
Following a fairly dry October, in Trinidad, showers 
were heavy and frequent during a large portion of 
November. Witchbroom disease is still causing 
anxiety to cocoa planters. The market for cocoa has 
been weak. Shipments of coconuts during October, 
amounting to 1,984,815 nuts, were very heavy, and 
brought the total exported since the beginning of th: 
year to 10,925,880, compared with 5,555,485 nuts and 
5,681,885 nuts in the same months of 1928 and 1927 
respectively. Trade remains dull. 

Fair rains have been enjoyed all over Jamnica. 
Reaping of the 1929-30 sugar crop has commenced 
and an average yield is expected. Shipments of 
bananas from Ist January to 26th November amounted 
to 20,747,500 stems, against 15,892,500 stems in the 
corresponding period of 1928. The market conditions 
for pimento have been very quiet. ‘Trade conditions 
are a little brighter. 

As regards the Leeward Islands, good rains have 
fallen in Antigua. Welcome showers have also been 
general in St. Kitts. Heavy rain and thunder storms 
have been experienced in Dominica, but, fortunately, 
without doing damage to crops. The lime crop in this 
island continues satisfactory and local prices have been 
steady. Concerning the Windward Islands, weather 
conditions have been very suitable in Grenada for cocoa 
ripening and drying. Picking of the new crop is now 
general, but very little has been offered for sale. In 
St. Lucia the weather has been cool, with fair inter- 
vals. The sugar crop here is progressing satisfactorily 
on the whole, but the heavy weather in October proved 
somewhat of a set-back to some of the young cultiva- 
tions. Conditions have been favourable for crops in 
St. Vincent. 

Weather conditions in British Guiana have been 
seasonable. ‘I'he rice crop has been almost entirely 
reaped, but the market has weakened and prices are 
depressed. The output of diamonds during October 
showed a small increase and there are indications of 
still further improvement. The Sugar Commission, 
headed by Lord Olivier, arrived at Georgetown on 


16th November. 





DANISH FOREIGN TRADE. 


According to the ‘‘ Danish Foreign Office Journal, ”’ 
imports and exports (including re-exports) during the 
first nine months of the current year amounted to 
1,312°7 million kroner and 1,265°8 million kr., as com- 
pared with 1,304-0 million kr. and 1,222-3 million kr. 
respectively in the first three quarters of 1928. 





LATVIAN STATE RAILWAYS. 


The Latvian Consulate-General in London reports 
that the State Railways continue to show increased 
receipts. In the fiscal year 1925-26 they amounted to 
84,800,000 lats, whereas in the year 1928-29 they 
reached 45,000,000 lats.

respectively, while in the year 1928-29 the total was 


9,700,000 lats.

CANADA’S FOREST AREA. 


The total forest area of Canada is estimated to be 
1,151,454 square miles, states ‘‘ Natural Resources, 
Canada ’’ (published by the Department of the 
Interior, Ottawa). 

Of this area, 865,880 square miles are productive 
and accessible; a little over a third of this latter area 
bears timber of merchantable size; the remainder 
carries young growth not yet fit to use. 





UNITED STATES BUSINESS CONDITIONS. 


A business reaction in the United States is follow- 
ing the Stock Market decline, but apparently it is not 
severe, states a cable received by the London Office of 
the Guaranty Trust Company of New York. Season- 
able weather has improved retail trade during the last 
fortnight and holiday sales are very favourable. 
Wholesale and jobbing trade is slackening as inventory 
time approaches. The coal trade is active, but there is 
some curtailment in the cotton textile industry. 


November commercial failures were 1,796, with lia- 
bilities of 52,045,863 dollars, against 1,838 with 
40,601,435 dols. [liabilities a year ago. Construction 
contracts awarded in 37 Eastern States in November 
totalled 391,012,500 dols., against 445,642,300 dols. in 
the previous month, and 471,482,200 dols. in November 
last year. 


Kmployment in manufacturing industries in Novem- 
ber was 3°6 per cent. below October and pay rolls 
declined 7 per cent. Seasonal influences decreased 
general employment in November. Production of 
standard cotton cloth in November was 20 per cent. 
above shipments and 35 per cent. above sales. 


Exports of merchandise from the United States in 
November were valued at 448 million dols., against 
545 million dols. a year ago; imports amounted to 
339 million dols., against 327 million dols.. Professor 
Irving Fisher’s index of wholesale commodity prices 
for the week ended 14th December was 92-6 against 
92°7 for the previous week and 92-3 the fortnight 


before.

OVERSEAS TRADE IN OCTOBER. 


The trade returns of British India for the month of 
October, 1929, showed very little fluctuations as compared 
with the preceding month. As in September, imports were 
valued at Rs. 19,23 lakhs, and exports, including re-exports, 
at Rs. 26,27 lakhs, of which exports amounted to Rs. 25,64 
lakhs and re-exports to Rs. 63 lakhs, as against Rs. 25,78 and 
Rs. 49 lakhs respectively in September, 1929; compared with 
October, 1928, imports, exports and re-exports showed de- 
creases. The comparison of the trade figures for October, 
1929, and the seven months, April-October, 1929, with those 
for the preceding month and the corresponding periods of 
last year, is as follows :—

During the seven months ended October, 1929, the visible 
balance of trade in merchandise and treasure was Rs. 33,02 
lakhs in favour of India, as compared with Rs. 31,63 lakhs 
in the corresponding period of the preceding year. The 
balance of remittances of funds in October, 1929, was minus 
Rs. 2,98 lakhs, and in the seven months ended October, 1929, 
minus Rs. 7,81 lakhs. 


CHANGES IN IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 


As compared with October, 1928, imports of food, drink 
and tobacco in the month under review declined by Rs. 40 
lakhs to Rs. 3,33 lakhs, and those of manufactured articles 
by Rs. 2,04 lakhs to Rs. 13,84 lakhs, while raw materials 
rose by Rs. 3 lakhs only to Rs. 1,75 lakhs. Under food, drink 
and tobacco, imports of sugar, 16 D.S. and above (including 
beet), declined in quantity by 5,000 tons to 84,000 tons and 
in value by Rs. 16 lakhs to Rs. 1,47 lakhs. There were prac- 
tically no imports of rice not in the husk during the month, 
as against 18,600 tons, valued at Rs. 26 lakhs, received a 
year ago. Under raw materials, imports of kerosene oil 
showed a decrease of 24 million gallons in quantity and of 
Rs. 9 lakhs in value, while batching oils increased by over 
a@ million gallons in quantity and Rs. 74 lakhs in value. 
Raw cotton, imported mostly from Kenya Colony, recorded 
an increase of 1,100 tons in quantity and of Rs. 124 lakhs in 
value.” Under manufactured articles, imports of cotton yarn 
and manufactures decreased by Rs. 1,18 lakhs. Imports of 
twist and yarn fell by about a million lbs. in quantity and 
by Rs. 13 lakhs to Rs. 43 lakhs in value. Cotton piece-goods 
dropped 28 million yards in quantity and Rs. 98 lakhs in 
value. Grey, white and coloured goods fell by 1,16 and 
11 million yards in quantity and in value by Rs. 11,40 and 
47 lakhs respectively. There were noticeable decreases 
under iron and steel—sheets and plates (— Rs. 20 lakhs), 
motor cars (— Rs. 18 lakhs), woollen piece-goods (— Rs. 9 
lakhs) and silk piece-goods (— Rs. 8 lakhs), but there was an 
increase under railway carriages and wagons (+ Rs. 15 
lakhs). 

Exports of food, drink and tobacco in the month under 
survey, compared with October, 1928, increased by Rs. 47 
lakhs to Rs. 6,46 lakhs, owing mainly to an advance in ship- 
ments of rice and tea. Exports of rice not in the husk 
rose by 53,000 tons in quantity and by Rs. 69 lakhs in 
value. Shipments of tea advanced 3 million lbs. in quantity 
and Rs. 20 lakhs in value. The quantity of coffee exported 
decreased from 26,000 cwts. to 4,000 cwts., and the value 
thereof from Rs. 31 lakhs to Rs. 3 lakhs only. Raw 
materials and produce exported declined by Rs. 1,98 lakhs 
to Rs. 11,42 lakhs. Under this group raw cotton recorded 
a decrease of 14,000 tons in quantity and of Rs. 1,45 lakhs in 
value. Of the total shipments, Japan took 13,000 tons, or 
42 per cent., Italy 4,500 tons, Germany 3,200 tons, the 
United Kingdom, 2,600 tons, Belgium 2,400 tons, and 
France 2,000 tons, the remainder going mainly to China and 
Spain. Exports of raw jute also fell from 120,000 tons to 
109,000 tons in quantity, the corresponding shrinkage in 
value being from Rs. 4,36 lakhs to Rs. 3,77 lakhs. Ship- 
ments of oilseeds showed a net increase of Rs. 64 lakhs. 
Under groundnuts there was an advance of Rs. 29 lakhs, and 
under linseed one of Rs. 52 lakhs, but exports of castor 
and rapeseed declined by Rs. 8 and 7 lakhs respectively. 
Exports of lac decreased by 27,000 cwts. in quantity and by 
Rs. 35 lakhs in value. Raw hides and skins fell by 1,700 
tons in quantity and Rs. 17 lakhs in value. Exports of raw 
wool increased from 5 million Ibs. to 6 million lbs., and their 
value from Rs. 41 lakhs to Rs. 55 lakhs. Manufactured 
goods decreased by Rs. 1,46 lakhs to Rs. 7,49 lakhs. The 
number of jute bags shipped fell from 53 millions to 51 
millions in quantity and from Rs. 2,92 lakhs to Rs. 2,17 
lakhs in value. The yardage of gunny cloth exported also 
fell from 145 millions to 141 millions, and in value from 
Rs. 2,94 lakhs to Rs. 2,62 lakhs, Tanned or dressed hides 
and skins decreased by 600 tons in quantity and by 
Rs. 30 lakhs in value, but there was a noticeable increase 
under paraffin wax (+ Rs. 10 lakhs). 


TRADE WITH FoREIGN COUNTRIES: SHIPPING. 


The share of the United Kingdom in imports was 42 per 
cent. in October, 1929, as compared with 43 per cent. a 
year ago; her share in exports rose from 25 per cent. to 31 
per cent. The shares of Germany, Japan and the United 
States in the months under report were respectively 6, 10 
and 6 per cent. under imports and 7, 6 and 11 per cent. 
under exports. 

The tonnage of vessels entered into British India and

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Local maize prices continue to decline, but are still 
generally above the export parity. Exports of maize and 
maize products in November totalled 544,000 bags, bringing 
exports for the season to 4,236,000 bags, compared with 
6,167,000 in the corresponding period of last year. The re- 
maining exportable surplus is now estimated at about 
3,000,000 bags. Prospects for the new crop are so far good. 

The official November crop estimate for wheat is 642 
million lbs., and for oats 313 million Ibs. These figures show 
some decline compared with the previous estimate, but are 
60 per cent. and 36 per cent. respectively above last season. 
There is a fair demand for wheat at the present level of 
prices, but the demand for oats is very poor and the price is 
now about 6s. 6d. per 150 Ibs., or about 1s. above the 
export parity. 


The citrus fruit season has now ended. Exports in 
November amounted to 12,993 boxes, bringing the total for 
the season to 1,202,585 boxes, against 879,841 boxes last 
year. The deciduous fruit season has opened early, and 
nearly 5,000 boxes were shipped in November, compared 
with under 1,000 in November, 1928. 


The weakness shown at the end of the London Wool Sales 
has been reflected in the local markets, where prices are 
from 5 to 10 per cent. lower, the decline being most marked 
in the lower qualities. At the present level demand is fairly 
good, and a large quantity of wool has been sold. There is 
steady demand for the better qualities of mohair. Stocks 
of winter hair are now nearly exhausted, but fair business 
is passing in good Basutos. Goatskins remain firm, but 
hides and sheepskins are weaker. In the ostrich feather 
market there is little demand for wings, and values for all 
descriptions are easier. 


The manufacturing industries reflect some seasonal im- 
provement, but activity appears to be below normal for the 
time of year. Demand for agricultural machinery is show- 
ing a seasonal decline, and the mining material market 
remains quiet.

BRAZIL. 


BALANCE OF TRADE, JANUARY-AUGUST. 


According to ‘‘ Wileman’s Brazilian Review ’’ imports 
and exports during the eight months under review 
amounted in value to £59,763,000 and £63,600,000, as 
compared with £57,416,000 and £64,410,000 respectively in 
the period January-August, 1928. The movement of trade 
during the first eight months of the current year was not 
satisfactory, exports showing a shrinkage of £810,000, or 
1-2 per cent., as compared with the same period of last 
year, but imports marked an increase of £2,347,000, or 
4-1 per cent.; the balance in favour of exports consequently 
dropped from £6,994,000 during the eight months ended 
August, 1928, to only £3,837,000 during the same period 
this year. 


Judging by the considerable decline in Customs receipts 
at Rio and Santos, the trade returns for the months of 
September to December should show substantial rises in 
the favourable balance of trade, and possibly the year may 
close with a balance in favour of exports of about £10 
million.

LATVIA. 


IMPORTS AND EXPORTS IN OCTOBER. 

The Latvian Consulate-General in London reports that 
the foreign trade in October showed a favourable balance 
of 2,200,000 lats, a circumstance which has not occurred 
since February, 1928. 
exports by 20,800,000 lats; since then exports of agricul- 
tural produce, such as flax, linseed and butter, have 
steadily increased. Exports in October amounted to 
33,800,000 lats, as against 23,300,000 lats in October, 1928, 
while imports totalled 31,600,000 lats, as compared with 
31,700,000 lats. 

Imports of foodstuffs declined from 9,100,000 lats in Octo- 
ber, 1928, to 6,800,000 lats. Wheat imports amounted to 
1,800,000 lats (1,600,000 lats); rye, 1,600,000 lats (2,600,000 
Jats); sugar, 700,000 lats (1,400,000 lats); herrings, 700,000 
lats (900,000 lats). Smaller imports were also recorded of 
oats, barley, rice and oilcake. Raw materials and semi- 
manufactured goods were imported to the amount of 
9,600,000 lats (8,300,000 lats), of which linseed totalled 
1,600,000 lats (1,200,000 lats); flax, 100,000 lats; cotton, 
1,100,000 lats (600,000 lats); coal and coke, 1,900,000 lats 
(1,100,000 lats); while imports of pelts, hides and wool 
were also smaller than in October, 1928. 

Imports of manufactured goods were valued at 14,800,000 
lats (14,000,000 lats), of which metal goods represented 
1,500,000 lats (1,100,000 lats); motor cars, 600,000 lats 
(300,000 lats); electrical machinery and apparatus, 900,000 
lats (500,000 lats); cotton and woollen goods, 2,700,000 lats 
(3,100,000 Jats); agricultural machinery, 200,000 lats 
(100,000 lats); and miscellaneous metal manufactures, 


1,400,000 lats (1,200,000 lats). 


Export TRADE. 


Of the total value of exports during the period under 
review, raw materials and semi-manufactured goods repre- 
sented 16 million lats, or 47 per cent., as against 9-3 million 
lats, or 40 per cent., in October, 1928. Of these, linseed 
exports amounted to 2,900,000 lats; flax, 2,700,000 lats; 
timber, 9,400,000 lats; lubricating oils, 300,000 lats; 
vehicles, 1,700,000 lats; leather, 1,100,000 lats; plywood, 
1,200,000 lats; woollen goods, 900,000 lats; various yarns 
and thread, 600,000 lats; and match splints, 300,000 lats. 
Rubber footwear exports showed a slight decline in value, 
2,300,000 lats, as against 2,600,000 lats in October, 1928,

Damage done by a drought during the spring was 
repaired by peculiarly favourable conditions during early 
July, and a bumper crop was expected. This, however, 
was followed by a second drought during August and 
September throughout the south and hail in two northern 
provinces, while insects did serious damage throughout the 
country.

DENUNCIATION OF COMMERCIAL 
AGREEMENT. 


The Board of Trade are informed that the Roumanian 
Government have denounced the Commercial Agreement 
concluded between Sweden and Roumania by Exchange of 
Notes dated 11th November and 18th December, 1922. (A 
note regarding the conclusion of this arrangement was pub- 
lished in the “‘ Journal ’’ of 22nd March, 1923, page 370.) 

The denunciation is to take effect as from 1st March, 1930. 

The Roumanian Government state that they are pre- 
pared to enter into negotiations with Sweden for the con- 
clusion of a new Commercial Treaty.

UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA. 


FOOD, DRUGS AND DISINFECTANTS ACT: 
REVISED REGULATIONS. 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 29th 
August (pages 246-7) respecting the issue of draft regula- 
tions under the Food, Drugs and Disinfectants Act, H.M. 
Senior Trade Commissioner in South Africa reports, by 
telegraph, that these regulations have now been re-pub- 
lished in a considerably amended form in the ‘‘ Union of 
South Africa Government Gazette.’’ The regulations (as 
revised) will not come into operation until Ist April next, 
instead of lst January, as originally intended. 





UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA—SOUTHERN 
RHODESIA. 


THE CUSTOMS AGREEMENT. 


In September last negotiations were undertaken between 
the Governments of the Union of South Africa and 
Southern Rhodesia with a view to the revision of the 
Customs Agreement of 1924. The negotiations were not 
successful, and in consequence the Agreement was to have 
expired at the end of the present year. 

H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner now reports that 
arrangements have been made for another Conference 
between the two Governments, to be held at Cape Town 
towards the end of January next, to renew the discussion 
with a view to the conclusion of a new Customs Agree- 
ment. 

In the meantime the validity of the existing Agreement 
will be extended beyond 3lst December to a date to be 
decided at the Conference, except that imports of tobacco 
are to be subject to Customs duty.

BOLIVIA. 


CONTROL OF THE TRADE IN SERA, 
VACCINES, ETC. 


H.M. Representative at La Paz has forwarded translation 
of regulations for the control and supervision in Bolivia of 
the importation, manufacture and sale of sera, bacterio- 
logical vaccines, biological products employed in diagnosis 
and therapeutics, salvarsan and similar products for use in 
medical or veterinary practice. 

Such products (whether imported or prepared in Bolivia) 
must not be placed on the market until authorisation has 
been given by the ‘‘ Direccion General de Sanidad.’’ Per- 
mission will be given for the importation of foreign products 
or for the distribution of national products if the analysis 
and verification of each class or make is satisfactory. Peti- 
tions for authorisation to sell foreign products must be 
accompanied by documents, legalised by a Bolivian Consul, 
attesting the control exercised by the Government of the 
country of origin and the guarantee demanded by such 
control. 

A complete translation of the regulations, which, inter 
alia, contain provisions as to labelling, etc., may be seen by 
persons interested on application to the Department of 
Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W. 1.

IMPORT OF NITRATE OF SODA.

FRANCE. 





DUTY-FREE IMPORT OF CERTAIN MATERIAL 
FROM GERMANY. 

Recent issues of the French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ contain 
Decrees providing for the duty-free admission into France, 
under certain conditions, of material imported from 
Germany by the following :— 

Strasburg Tramway Co. 

Société de transport d’énergie électrique d’Alsace et de 
Est (for constructing a line for the carrying of elec- 
trical power between Lozelbach and Graffenstaden). 

[Notre.—The above facilities are granted under a French 
Law of 24th March, 1928, ‘‘ to facilitate the carrying out of 
large works of public importance by means of reparations in 
kind to be furnished by Germany under the Treaty of 
Peace.’’ | 





GERMANY. 


IMPORT OF BONE MEAL, ETC., PROHIBITED. 


As notified in the ‘‘ Journal’”’ of 3rd October (page 398), 
the importation of the following goods into Germany is to 
be prohibited as from Ist January, 1930, viz.:—Bone meal, 
bone gristle, crushed bones, meat meal with a content of 
more than 12 per cent. of phosphates of lime (meat and 
bone meal), fish meal containing over 30 per cent. of phos- 
phate of lime, bones, also bones cut into pieces, raw or 
boiled, also degreased, if used for other than carving 
purposes. 

The clearance of meat meal and fish meal not covered by 
the prohibition, and of bones for carving purposes, may be 
confined to frontier Customs offices where meat inspection 
is carried out. Exceptions from the prohibition may be 
granted for completely air-dried goods imported by glue 
factories, fat extraction factories and gelatine factories, 
provided certain conditions are observed.

SYRIA. 





DUTY-FREE IMPORT OF CERTAIN 
MACHINERY. 

H.M. Consul-General at Beyrout reports that, in virtue 
of a Decision of 12th November, the following agricultural 
machinery, etc., may be imported into Syria free of duty, 
viz.:—Nut sorters and crushers (concasseurs), apparatus 
for drying fruits, ‘‘scourtins’’ for oil works, portable 
hydraulic plant, and trap-nests. 





ITALY. 


TARIFF MODIFICATIONS (TINSEL 
FABRICS, ETC.). 


The Italian ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale’ of 7th December con- 
tains a Decree Law (No. 2,696), dated 3rd December, modify- 
ing the Customs treatment of various goods affected by the 
Italo-French Silk Agreement. 

The Decree-Law is issued under Article 4 of the Italo- 
French Silk Agreement of 26th January, 1927*, which reads 


as follows :— 

The Italian Government reserves the right to revise the 
Customs treatment of goods marked in List B (to the 
Agreement) with the indication ‘‘ most-favoured-nation ”’ 
treatment, but may not subject such goods to duties 
higher than those which, at the time of such revision, are 
specified for similar products in the French *‘ Minimum 
Tariff, so that the equivalence between the French and 
Italian duties is always maintained. 

If any duties fixed in List B are higher than those of 
the Italian ‘‘ General’’ Tariff at present in force, the 
Italian Government reserves the right to increase the 
‘‘General’’ Tariff duties to the level of the duties pre- 
scribed in List B for the goods in question. 


The Decree-Law fixes new ‘‘General’’ Tariff duties on 
various goods (textile wares combined with metal; tissues,

PORTUGAL. 





CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS. 
Decree No. 17,680, published in the ‘‘ Diario do Governo ”’ 


of 29th November, modifies Tariff No. 565a to read as 


follows :—‘‘ Insulators for the support of electric lines, and 
insulated screws for the same, except those of porcelain.”’ 
The rate of duty (5 cts. per kilog. in the ‘‘ Minimum ” 
Tariff) remains unchanged. The words printed in italics 
are new. 


A further Decree (No. 17,686), published on 30th Novem- 
ber, modifies Tariff No. 530 to read as follows:—‘‘ Agri- 
cultural machinery and apparatus with inseparable engine, 
cereal disinfecting apparatus, churns, binders and reapers, 
ploughs (except those with one coulter), root cutters, en- 
silage cutters, scarifiers, threshers, cream separators, olive 
pitting machines, manure spreaders, silo elevators, 
‘* Acapulco ’’ system olive oil extractors and the like, straw

riddles and sifters, mowers, disc spring and Norwegian 
harrows, grape crushers mounted or not on wheels, rakes, 
cultivators, cereal sorting machines for agricultural pur- 
poses, metallic silos, spare parts and accessories for these 
machines and apparatus, and also pulverisers for agricul- 
tural purposes not specially mentioned.’’ The rate of 
duty (,,ct. per kilog. in the ‘‘ Minimum” Tariff) remains 
unchanged. The words printed in italics are new, and the 
phrase ‘‘ not specially mentioned ’’ at the end of the para- 
graph replaces the phrase ‘‘ weighing over 10 kilogs. each.”’ 





IMPORTATION OF VEGETABLE OILS. 


The ‘‘ Diario do Governo”’ of 10th December contains a 
Decree (No. 17,735), dated 10th December and effective as 
from the date of publication, which provides for the with- 
drawal of the concession under which olive and other edible 
oils, for use in the fish preserving industry, could be im- 
ported under drawback. The concession will, however, be 
applied to oils which have already been imported under this 
regime providing that they are re-exported within the 
period of a year. 

The Decree also raises a new heading (No. 88a) in the 
Customs Tariff for soya bean oil (which may only be im- 
ported when denatured) with a duty of 20 centavos (gold) 
per kilog., and reduces the duty on olive oil (Tariff No. 493) 
and on pea nut (mendobi) oil (Tariff No. 519) from 10 to 4 
centavos (gold) per kilog. 

Olive oil and pea nut oil may be imported without licence, 
and are exempted from the payment of Consular fees, from 
the tax of 2} per cent. on clearance notes, and from the 
stamp tax of 3 per mil on the value declared for Customs 
clearance. 

Exported fish preserves are to be exempt from export 
duty, the tax of 2 per cent. on clearance notes, etc. 





SPAIN. 


PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period 20th to 3lst December in respect of import and 
export duties, Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver 
coins or notes of the Bank of Spain, has been fixed at 
39-58 per cent. 








URUGUDAY. 


ADDITIONAL DUTY ON ELECTRIC 
BATTERIES, ETC. 

The Uruguayan “ Diario Oficial ’’ of 20th November con- 
tains a Decree, dated 11th November, which imposes an 
additional duty of 40 cts. per kilog., supplementary to the 
existing duties and surtaxes, on electric batteries and cells 
and all spare parts and accessories thereof imported into 
Uruguay. The additional duty is not, however, to be applied 
if the national industry increases the existing prices of such 
goods without the permission of the National Council. 








Proposed Tariff Changes. 


GERMANY. 
PROPOSED TARIFF CHANGES. 


On 16th December the Reichstag commenced discussion 
of the Bill for the modification of the German Customs 
Tariff. 

It is understood that the Bill proposes to continue in 
force indefinitely, with some alterations, the Tariff changes 
made in 1925 by the so-called ‘‘ Tarifnovelle,’”’ which, 
under existing legislation, were due to lapse on 3lst 
December, 1929. Further, some of the agrarian duties of 
the Tariff are to be increased (e.g., on cereals and cattle), 
and also the duties on some industrial products, including 
aluminium and boots and shoes. It is understood that the 
Reichsrat have also proposed increases of duty on some 
textile goods, although the original Government Bill did 
not contain any such proposals. 

Detailed particulars of the Tariff changes involved will 
be published in this ‘‘ Journal” as soon as the necessary 
information is received in the Board of Trade.

MERCHANT SHIPPING (EQUIVALENT 
PROVISIONS) ACT. 


ITALIAN SHIPS. 
At the Court at Buckingham Palace. 
The 17th day of December, 1929. 


Present, 
The King’s Most Excellent Majesty in Council. 


Whereas it is provided by the Merchant Shipping 
(Equivalent Provisions) Act, 1925 (15 and 16 Geo. 5, c. 37) 
that where His Majesty is satisfied that (a) ships of a 
foreign country are required by the law of that country to 
comply with any provisions which are substantially the 
same as or equally effective with any provisions of the 
Merchant Shippings Acts which apply to foreign ships 
while they are within a port of the United Kingdom; 
and (b) that country has made or has undertaken to make 
provisions for the exemption of British ships, while they 
are within a port of that country, from the corresponding 
requirements of the law of that country, His Majesty may, 
by Order-in-Council, direct that any such provisions of the 
Merchant Shipping Acts as aforesaid shall not apply to 
any ship of that country within a port of the United 
Kingdom if it is proved that the ship complies with the 
corresponding provision of the law of that country applic- 
able to that ship: 


And whereas His Majesty is satisfied that Italian ships 
are required by the law of that country to comply with 
provisions which are substantially the same as or equally 
effective with those in the Merchant Shipping Acts re- 
lating to the survey and general equipment of passenger 
steamers and with such of the provisions of the Act and of 
the Regulations made thereunder concerning emigrant 
ship as relate to survey; equipments; number of, and 
accommodation for, passengers; provisions, water and 
medical stores; dangerous goods and carriage of cattle; 
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medical officer, staff and crew; and regulations as to 
steerage passengers which apply to foreign ships while they 
are within a port in the United Kingdom and that that 
country has made provision for the exemption of British 
ships while they are within a port of that country from 
the corresponding requirements of the law of that country: 


Now, therefore, His Majesty, by virtue of the powers 
in this behalf by the said Act or otherwise in Him vested, 
is pleased, by and with the advice of His Privy Council, 
to order and it is hereby ordered, as follows :— 

1. The provisions of the Merchant Shipping Acts re- 
lating to passenger steamers and emigrant ships as afore- 
said shall not apply to any Italian ship within a port in 
the United Kingdom if it is proved that the ship complies 
with the corresponding provisions of the law of that 
country applicable to that ship. 

2. This Order may be cited as the Merchant Shipping 
(Passenger Steamers and Emigrant Ships) Italian Ships

British Standard Specification for Dimensions and Resistances 
of Bare Annealed Copper Wire for Electrical Machinery and 
Apparatus (revised 1929). Published for the Association by 
Crosby Lockwood and Son, 7, Stationers Hall Court, London, 
E.C. 4.

A revision of British standard specification No. 128 has 
just been issued, and is intended to meet the needs of users 
of bare annealed high-conductivity copper wire for winding 
electrical machinery and apparatus. One of the principal 
differences between the new and the 1922 editions is that the 
tolerances permitted on the resistivity of the copper and on the 
diameter of the wire are smaller in the new edition. A further 
difference between the new and the old editions is that in the 
latter specification, the tables showed the standard resistance 
corresponding to the standard maximum and minimum permis- 
sible diameters of the wires, whereas the tables in the new 
specification give the standard resistance of a wire of standard 
diameter and show the actual maximum and minimum permis- 
sible resistances of all wires irrespective of the variation in 
diameter from the standard diameter within the tolerance 
provided. In other words, the maximum and minimum 
resistances take account of both tolerance on specific resistance 
of copper and the tolerance on standard diameter of wire, no 
further tolerance, therefore, being allowed on the values given 
in the tables in the specification.

The new Companies Act, 1929, is an elaborate measure con- 
sisting of 385 Sections and 12 Schedules and additional obli- 
gations are imposed on every one of the 115,000 companies 
now in existence, whether it be either a public or private 
company limited by shares or a company limited by guarantee 
or an unlimited company. Probably no other Act deals 
with so large a number of offences or imposes so many 
penalties for contravention of its provisions. Four offences 
render offenders liable to a fine of £500, 47 to fines aggre- 
gating £5,357, and a further 47 to fines aggregating £586 for 
every day during which the defaults or contraventions con- 
tinue. The duties of a secretary are increased and the holder 
of the office will in future be liable equally with his directors 
for penalties in respect of almost all defaults under the Act, 
relief in respect of former liability to penalty being afforded 
in but one instance; namely, where there is neglect in holding 
the Annual Meeting. 

“* Reminders ’’ is intended to be a convenient reference to 
the busy secretary; it indicates the duties imposed on him 
by the Act and the nature of the documents that have to be 
filed with the registrar of companies. It does not aim at 
enabling the secretary to be ‘‘ his own lawyer,’’ but it puts 
the secretary ‘‘ wise,’’ thus protecting him from the danger 
of offending through ignorance of the Statutory provisions.

This publication (No. 195—1929), which has just been 
issued, is a companion specification to No. 194, published 
in 1926, which dealt with switchgear equipment for direct- 
current circuits. These schedules for 3-phase A.C. circuits 
have been drawn up with a view to specifying the least 
amount of apparatus which will control the machine or 
circuit, and yet avoid fire hazards, discontinuity of supply 
and danger to the operator. In many cases, according to the 
nature of the service, size of plant, and other circumstances, 
additional apparatus will be required or desired, and to this 
end the appropriate additions to the various equipments are 
separately scheduled as ‘‘ optional extra equipment ’’ from 
which a selection should be made after consideration of the 
requirements of the individual case. The necessary apparatus 
for earthing the neutral point of a 3-phase system, either 
solidly or through a resistor, is scheduled, and certain require- 
ments are laid down regarding the accessibility of switch- 
boards for cleaning and examination. As in the case of 
B.S. specification 194, the schedules are accompanied by a 
series of diagrams illustrating each type of circuit for which 
standard equipment is specified. Incidentally, these diagrams 
afford an excellent illustration of the manner in which the 
British standard symbols for electrical purposes may be 
employed on schematic diagrams.

The Department of Overseas Trade has at its command 
an extensive overseas Intelligence system, which comprises 
the Commercial, Diplomatic and Consular Services in foreign 
countries and Trade Commissioners and Imperial or other 
Trade Correspondents in the Empire. 


From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any British trader upon personal 
or written application to the Department at 35, Old Queen 
Street, Westminster, London, 8.W. 1. 


The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
@ widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following : Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade products ; 
Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; openings 
for British trade abroad; general conditions prevailing 
in Overseas markets; demand for particular articles 
abroad; nature and extent of foreign competition, and 
suggestions for meeting it; methods of distribution and 
marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, etc., 
abroad; firms at home engaged in particular lines of 
business; Foreign and Colonial importers of British goods; 
firms or individuals considered suitable to act as repre- 
sentatives or agents for British firms; Foreign and Colonial 
Tariff and Customs Regulations; statistics of Imports or 
Exports; forms of Certificates of Origin; regulations 
concerning commercial travellers; Consular Invoices; 
shipping and transport, etc.

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CENSUS OF SEAMEN. 
31st MARCH, 1928. 





NUMBER, AGES, AND NATIONALITIES OF SEAMEN, AND DISTRIBUTION 
OF CREWS EMPLOYED ON VESSELS REGISTERED 
IN THE UNITED KINGDOM. 


The census in respect of seamen who were employed 
on 3lst March, 1928, on vessels registered under 
Part I. of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, in the 
United Kingdom, the Isle of Man, and the Channel 
Islands, has been taken in similar detail, with the 
exception of the changes to which reference is made 
below, to the census of seamen employed on 3lst 
March, 1927. The results of that census were pub- 
lished in a supplement to the “ Board of Trade 
Journal,” Vol. CXXI. (New Series), No. 1649, dated 
12th July, 1928. The ratings of the seamen employed 
on 3lst March, 1928, in the coasting, home and foreign 
trades have been classified into three departmental 
groups: deck staff, engine-room staff and other staff. 
The distribution of the crews and the ages of the seamen 
are shown according to certain gross tonnage groups 
of the vessels on which they were employed. The 
nationality classification has been limited to the distinc- 
tion of British, Foreigners and Lascars, and five age 
groups have been shown. Seamen employed on fishing 
vessels registered under Parts I. and IV. of the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1894, and on yachts, have been excluded 
from the scope of the census. The table showing the 
numbers of seamen employed on 31st March, 1928, in 
vessels holding sea-going passenger certificates issued 
by the Board of Trade, and certain other passenger- 
calrying vessels registered in the United Kingdom 
has been prepared on a slightly different basis from 
the corresponding table shown in respect of the census 


of 3lst March, 1927, in order that it may be fully — 


comprehensive. A new table showing the numbers of 
seamen employed on 3lst March and 30th September, 
1928, respectively, in vessels holding sea-going passenger 
certificates issued by the Board of Trade has been 
included. 


The particulars shown in the following tables have 
been compiled from data collected from lists of crews 
and other documents received by the Registrar-General 
of Shipping and Seamen, at the termination of voyages 
covering the appointed day. They do not show the 
total number of seamen who follow the sea-service, but 
only those actually employed on the specified day on 
sea-trading vessels (i.e., sea-going vessels other than 
yachts and fishing vessels) registered under Part I. of 
the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894. In this respect 
they differ from the employment tables for years prior 
to 1926, published in the Annual Statement of Naviga- 
tion and Shipping, which related to the first crews of 
all vessels employed at any time during the year. 


In addition to the vessels employed on 31st March, 
1928, there were employed at some other time in the 
course of 1928, 856 vessels of 100 tons gross and over, 
their aggregate tonnage being 1,983,664 net and 
3,309,810 gross. The total number of the first crews of 
such vessels in 1928 was 39,470. The number em- 
ployed on vessels under 100 tons gross which, though not 
having a crew on 3lst March, were employed at some 
time during 1928 has not been ascertained. On 
3lst March only 1,454 persons were employed on 
vessels of less than 100 tons gross, there being 547 
such vessels covered by the Census, whose aggregate 
tonnage was 37,770 gross. 


DEFINITIONS. 


The term “ seamen ”’ is used throughout this Report 
to include all persons, without exception, who appear 





as members of the crew upon the agreements or “ lists ”’ 
rendered under Sections 118, 119 or 253 of the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1894. The men included under the 
heading “ Lascars”’ are Asiatics and East Africans 
employed under Agreements for natives of Asia or 
East Africa, which open and terminate in Asia. 
‘“ Coasting trade” is trade from port to port of the 
United Kingdom (Great Britain and Northern Ireland) 
or the Isle of Man, otherwise than as part of a foreign 
voyage. “Home trade” is trade within the limits 
of the British Islands and the Continent of Europe 
between the River Elbe and Brest. ‘‘ Foreign trade”’ 
is trade beyond the above-mentioned limits. Vessels 
registered in the ‘‘ United Kingdom” at the censal 
date in 1928 are vessels registered in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland. 


The Deck Department includes navigating officers, 
able seamen, and all other persons whose duties relate 
directly to the navigation of the ship. Wireless 
operators are also included in the numbers in this 
group, and, in the case of vessels carrying cattle and 
other animals as cargo, the men attending to such 
animals. The Engine Room Department includes 
engineer officers, firemen, greasers, and all others em- 
ployed in attendance on the main and auxiliary 
machinery. Refrigerating engineers and electricians 
are also included. The Stewards Department includes 
stewards, cooks and all others employed in attending 
on the passengers or crew. All clerical staff are in- 
cluded in this group together with pursers, doctors and 
musicians.

Although the total number of seamen employed was 
approximately the same at the census dates in 1928 
and 1927, there were decreases recorded in 1928 in the 
numbers employed of 2-0 per cent. in the deck depart- 


ment and 1-3 per cent. in the engine-room department. ’ 


At the same time there was an increase of 3-7 per cent. 
in the stewards’ staffs. 


The numbers employed in the three departments 
show that the percentage of deck and engine-room 
stafis to the total crews decreased from 37:1 and 36-5 
in 1927 to 36-4 and 36-1 respectively in 1928, while 
the stewards’ staffs increased from 26-4 per cent. of 
the total numbers employed in 1927 to 27-5 per cent. 
in 1928. 


The distribution of the crews employed on 3lst March, 
1928, in the home (including coasting) trade and in 
the foreign trade, according to the gross tonnage of 
the vessels on which the seamen were serving, is shown 
in Tables I. and III. on pages viii and ix.

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It will be seen from the above table that seamen 
employed in the foreign trade included a larger propor- 
tion of those in the younger age-groups than those 
employed in the home trade, and that over one-half of 
the seamen employed in the foreign trade were between 
the ages of 18 and 35. In both trades a larger propor- 
tion of British seamen was under 25 or over 50 than 
was the case for foreign seamen.

In the home (including coasting) trade the numbers 
of British seamen employed in 1928 were smaller than 
in 1927 or 1926, decreases being recorded in 1928 and 
1927 in the numbers under 25 years of age and at 
ages from 25 to 35 years, whilst there was an increase 
in 1927 in those whose ages were 35 years and over, 
followed by a small decrease in 1928. In the foreign 
trade, the numbers of British seamen employed were 
greater in 1928 than in 1927 or 1926, and the greater 
part of the increase occurred in the seamen between 


25 and 35 years of age. 


The age distribution, as between the three groups 
of ages shown, was not notably different for British 
seamen as a whole in the three years, namely approxi- 
mately 30 per cent. under 25 years of age, 32 per cent, 
over 25 but not over 35, and 38 per cent. over 35. 


The ages of British seamen, other than lascars, 
employed on 31st March, 1928, on all sea-going trading 
vessels, distinguishing the departments in which they

The figures in the above table show that, of the total 
number of seamen whose ages were stated, the age- 
group 18 to 24 years accounted for 26-7 per cent. of 
the deck staff, 15-6 per cent. of the engine-room staff, 
and 27-6 per cent. of the steward’s department. The 
respective percentages of the total represented by the 
age groups 25 to 34 and 35 to 49 years were 29-1 and 
24-6 for deck, 35-9 and 35-7 for engine-room, and 
29-6 and 28-4 for stewards. Seamen of 50 years of 
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age and over were proportionately more numerous in 
the deck staff (12-3 per cent.) and im the engine-room 
(12-8 per cent.) than in the stewards’ department (8-8 
per cert.), while youths under 18 years of age con- 
stituted 7-3 per cent. of the deck and 5-6 per cent. of 
the stewards’ staffs. 


The ages of the seamen, other than lascars, em- 
ployed on 3lst March, 1928, in the home trade and 
in the foreign trade, according to the gross tonnage of 
the vessels on which they were serving, are shown in 
Tables IT. and IV. on pages viii and ix respectively.

Adding the numbers of the first crews of vessels 
which on 3Ist March, 1928, were without crews, an 
aggregate of about 239,600 is reached for the erews 
of vessels employed during 1928, not ineluding the 
small number employed on vessels under 100 tons gross 
which were without crews on 3lst March. The corre- 
sponding aggregate number of seamen employed in 
1927 was approximately 236,000. 


The comparison of the numbers of the crews with 
the number and the tonnage of the vessels involves the 
consideration of numerous factors affecting those rela- 
tions, in respect of which full information is not available. 
Nevertheless, if we consider the numbers of seamen 
employed in relation to the gross tonnage of the steam 
and motor vessels engaged in the foreign trade in the 
various tonnage groups distinguished, the relative 
numbers proceeding from smaller to larger vessels show 
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@ continuous decrease in the vessels not employed as 
passenger vessels. An average of 18-5 persons for 
each 1,000 tons was required to man the vessels of under 
2,000 tons gross, compared with 5-8 persons for each 
1,000 tons in the vessels of 10,000 to 14,000 tons gross. 
Passenger-carrying vessels also show a continuous 
decrease until the group containing the vessels of 
6,000 to 8,000 tons gross is reached. From that pomt 
an unbroken merease commences. Passenger-carrying 
vessels of under 2,000 tons employed 36-8 persons per 
1,000 tons, while similar vessels in the 6,000 to 8,000 tons 
group employed 15-2 persons per 1,000 tons; those in 
the 8,000 to 10,000 tons group, 16-0 persons per 1,000 
tons, and those in the groups 10,000 to 14,000 tons and 
14,000 tons and over made use of 17-7 and 20-3 persons 
respectively per 1,000 tons gross. 


CREWS IN PASSENGER VESSELS. 


The results of an analysis by departments of the 
crews employed in passenger-carrying vessels that 
were registered in the United Kingdom and in the 
Isle of Man, is shown in Table V. on page x. In this 
table particulars are included of every vessel employed 
at the censal date in 1928, which held a sea-going 
passenger certificate issued by the Board of Trade, and 
in addition, certain other vessels fitted for the carriage 
of passengers, many of which were trading abroad and 
obtained passenger certificates locally. The figures in 
respect of passenger tonnage in employment do not, 
of course, show the extent to which the available 
passenger accommodation was utilised. The principal 
trades in which the vessels and seamen were employed 
have been grouped. To determine the trade in which a 
vessel should be classified recourse has been had to 
Lloyd’s Daily Index and the route traversed by the 
vessel on or about the specified date has been taken as 
the basis. An attempt has been made in this table to 
distinguish the large vessels which were not employed 
on 3lst March in their normal trades but were engaged 
in “ pleasure-cruising.” In the group “ Other Trades,” 
the majority of the vessels for which figures are included 
did not hold Board of Trade sea-going passenger 
certificates, but it is known that they were employed 
in local passenger-carrying trades, chiefly in Eastern 
waters. The classification of the vessels according 
to their gross tonnage has been made in accordance 
with the relative number and importance of the vessels 
recorded in certain tonnage ranges; but where a 
tonnage group, containing particulars of only one or 
two vessels, did not enable any characteristic differentia- 
tion to be made, it has been merged into a group of 
wider tonnage range. 


It will be seen from the above-mentioned table that 
512 steam and motor vessels with a gross tonnage of 
4,361,942 (2,596,106 net), and with crews numbering 
81,090, were enumerated as employed in the foreign 
passenger trade on 3lst March, 1928, and 106 steam 
vessels with a gross tonnage of 140,659 (61,712 net) 
and crews numbering 3,685, as in the coasting and 
home passenger trades. The gross tonnage of the 
passenger vessels (steam and motor) represents more 
than 29 per cent. of all tonnage employed in the foreign 
trade on the censal date and over 13 per cent. of the 
total coasting and home tonnage. The crews employed 
in the foreign passenger trades comprised 50,519 British, 
3,620 foreigners and 26,951 lascars; of the latter about 
24,000 were employed in vessels trading either to, 
or in, Eastern waters. Only 12 foreigners were em- 
ployed on the passenger vessels recorded in the coasting 
and home trades. 


For the 2,344 other vessels in the foreign trades, 
with a gross tonnage of 10,558,794 (6,507,468 net), 
the crews included 62,508 British, 11,056 foreigners and 
25,494 lascars. 


The number of vessels in each of the trades specified 
(including liners employed in pleasure cruising) at 
3lst March, 1928, and their gross tonnage as a per- 
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centage of the total tennage employed in passenger

The largest vessels were employed in the passenger 
trade to and from the North American Continent, the 
averagé gross tonnage of the 35 vessels in this group 
being about 60 per cent. greater than that of the vessels 
in the Australian and New Zealand trade, over 112 per 
cent. greater than the average tonnage of vessels trading 
to South and Central America, and nearly 124 per 
cent. greater than that of vessels employed in the Far 
Eastern and African trades. In the foreign trade, the 
largest number of vessels in any one tonnage group (101) 
was recorded in the 6,000 and under 8,000 tonnage 


range. 
the relative importance of the staffs in the three 
departments of passenger, and of other, vessels, is 
shown below by a comparison of the persons employed 
per 100,000 tons gross of shipping at the censal date

It will be seen from the above table that the numbers 
required in the deck department differed little as 
between passenger and other vessels, whilst the greater 
power of the engines in passenger vessels is reflected 
in the relatively larger engine-room staffs of those 
vessels, as compared with other vessels. It is also of 
importance that the passenger vessels included in 
their engine-room staffs a larger proportion of lascars 
than were serving in other vessels, namely, 41 per 
cent., as against 26 per cent. The catering, etc., staff 
of all the passenger vessels enumerated was, on average, 
nearly seven times as large as that required for non- 
passenger carrying vessels, and the total crew required 
to run a passenger vessel averaged about 80 per cent. 
greater than that of vessels of similar size employed 
otherwise. Considering the vessels in the class 14,000 
tons gross and above which held passenger certi- 
ficates, the numbers employed per 1,000 tons gross 
were deck 3-2, engine-room 4-1, and stewards, etc., 
12-9; the catering staff and others attending to the 
requirements of passengers and crew in this type of 
vessel thus represented over five-eighths of the total 
crew.

The aggregate gross tonnage of the 415 vessels em- 
ployed on 3lst March, 1928, that held passenger 
certificates issued by the Board of Trade was 3,482,470, 
and that of the 422 vessels employed on 30th September 
was 3,484,753, or only slightly greater. 


In considering the amount of tonnage employed in 
the several trades, it should be remembered that the 
number of vessels required to maintain a service of 
given frequency varies with the duration of the voyage, 
and that passenger traffic to and from certain areas is 
subject to seasonal variations. The gross tonnage 
(British registration) employed in the passenger trade 
between the United Kingdom and the North American 
Continent was 60-4 per cent. greater in September 
than in March. The gross tonnage of passenger vessels 
engaged on the other specified trade routes with the 
exception of the home (including coasting) trade was 
smaller in the later than in the earlier month. The 
gross tonnage employed in the South and Central 
American trade decreased by 4-0 per cent.; that 
engaged in trade between Europe (West) and India 
and the Far East fell by 8-7 per cent.; in the Australia 
and New Zealand trade, the tonnage was 7-8 per cent. 
less; the passenger tonnage moving between Europe 
(West) and South and West Africa decreased by 
5-9 per cent., while the tonnage engaged in other 
foreign trades decreased by 12-9 per cent. The liners 
employed in pleasure cruising at the censal date in 
March had mostly resumed their normal routes in 
September (mainly the North American trade) so that 
the gross tonnage engaged in pleasure cruising at the 
end of September had decreased by 84-2 per cent. 
Passenger movement to the United Kingdom from 
India (including Ceylon) and from the Far East is 
most active in the second quarter of the year, while 
the return movement to those countries is greatest in 
the fourth quarter. Emigration, as distinct from 
passenger movement, is generally most active in the 
spring and early autumn. 


The increases and decreases in the personnel in the 
various trades in September as compared with March 
were approximately proportional to the changes in the 
aggregate gross tonnage engaged on the various trade 
routes, and the numbers employed on all routes together 
showed little change between March and September. 

Over 77 per cent. of the gross tonnage of the British 
sea-going passenger vessels employed at 3lst March, 
1928, were vessels holding certificates issued by the 
Board of Trade. 


VESSELS BELONGING TO THE ISLE oF MAN AND 
THE CHANNEL ISLANDS. 


The vessels belonging to the Isle of Man which were 
employed in sea-trading on 3lst March, 1928, numbered 
24, with a gross tonnage of 7,103 (3,007 net), and the 
total number of seamen employed was 243. The 
corresponding particulars for vessels belonging to the 
Channel Islands were 20 vessels, aggregating 7,508 tons 
gross (3,526 net), the total number of seamen employed 
being 167. All the above-mentioned vessels were 
employed in the coasting or home trades, and 92 per 
cent. of the gross tonnage was steam.
